We feel that with its 
wealth of coal beneath the surface 
the land should be made to yield a 
greater revenue. It should be sold,all 
the coai and the greater part of the 
surface, and the money used in the 
purchase of a productive river bottom 
rarm where the revenue can, we be- 
lieve, almost be made to meet the ex- 
penditure.

Collapse Feared. 


Georgetown. Ky.. Oct. IS. — It is re- 


ported that Caleb Powers, charged 
with complicity in the Goebel murder, 
and now on trial here, is breaking 
down and may not be able to hold up 
until the close of the case.

While on the stand. Miss Lucy 


Brock, said to have been Powers' 
flancee, testified of Powers 
saying 


that Governor Taylor had given him 
11,000 with which to pay the expenses 
of tA* mountain men, and that he and 
Charles Finley were raising the army. 
Detective Jenkins of Lexington told of 
Powers" arrest the night toe fled from 
Frankfort disguised as a soldier. F. 
"Wharton Golden testified that it was

mountaineers that Goebel was to be 
killed. Golden told of his connection 
with Powers in assembling the moun- 
tain men to Frankfort and of an in- 
terview he had with Governor Taylor, 
in which Taylor said: "Whart, it is an 
awful thing to think of taking human 
life, but it looks like Goebel and those 
fellows must die or -we will be rob- 
bed." On cross-examination GolHen 
admitted that he entered into an 
agreement to procure the murderer of 
William Goebel; that he had offered 
9500 to any man who would murder 
aim, and that he was under indict- 


eign ships ic sight at the beginning of 
the battle of July 3, but Judge Advo- 
cate Lemly objected on ground that 
the quesuor was intended to show the 
absence of the Xew York, and the in- 
terrogatory was withdrawn. Ensign 
Marble stated that he had heard Cap- 
tain Sigsbee tell Commodore Schley 
when he came aboard the Brooklyn 
on May 2$. that the Spaniards were 
not at Santiago. 


Ensign Marble said further that when 


the Spanish ships came out of the 
harbor they showed a disposition to 
ram the Brooklyn. He did not see the 
Texas while the Brooklyn was turning 
because of the smoke. Dr. Fitzsim- 
mons observed the engagement from 
the gun deck of the Brooklyn. When 
the first of the Spanish ships came out 
of the harbor it appeared to stand 
stilL He saw no more of the Spanish 
ships until the Brooklyn had complet- 
ed her .£arn, when all of the vessels 
becam^^lsible. He could see bat one 
of the American vessels. He remem- 
bered this incident very distinctly be- 
cause it seemed to him that the Brook- 
lyn was fighting the whole Spanish 
squadron alone. Witness thought the 
Brooklyn kept the Colon from getting 
away. The witnesses, one and all, tes- 
tified to Admiral Schley's bravery. 


There had been some inquiry as to 


Admiral Schley's standing in the navy 
since he was placed on the retired list 
because of age, but It appears that all 
question on this point has been prac- 
tically settled by the department hav- 
ing assigned the admiral to "active 
duty" at the court of inquiry while It 
Is in progress. This action was taken 
to prevent any question as to the ef- 
fect the admiral's retirement would 
have on the action of the court.

Medical Journal contains the full of 
flclal report of the surgeons who at 
tended the late president, William Me 
Kinley, in Buffalo. The report is 
signed by alL The important feature 
of the report is the emphasis with 
which Dr. Matthew D. Mann, speaking 
for his colleagues, declares that there 
"never tinder like circumstances was 
a more harmonious and better-agreed 
band of consultants," thus setting 
aside the rumor of 
disagreement 


among the attending physicians and 
surgeons. The report describes in de- 
tail the operation, the progress of the 
patient, the relapse, the death and tie 
autopsy, the principal events of which 
are familiar to the public. Exaiaina 
tlon of thft heart muscle at the au- 
topsy showed that it was afflicted with 
tti.tr degeneration. Gangrene around 
the wounds is attributed to lowered 
vitality in the parts. The diseased 
condition of the heart muscles showed 
why the pulse was so frequent and 
why it did not respond to stimulation 
at the critical time.

Ev- 
ery device known to insure the pro- 
duction of perfect plants Is used- In 
some instnnces all surface soil to the 
depth of three or four Inches is thor- 
oughly sterilized before being placed in 
the sreenhouses. 


The Xew York and Philadelphia dis- 


trict embraces Xew Jersey. Pennsyl- 
vania and tbe more southeasterly sec- 
tion of Xew York state, including Long 
Island, and contributes to all of the 
leading markets in these states- 


Tbe season in this region is about 


two weeks earlier than that of the 
Xew England district and probably 
four weeks behind Xorfolk. and that 
portion of its area which is devoted ex- 
clusively to truck growing is much 
larger than in any of the other coast 
regions.

In tl'is Xew York and Philadelphia 


district are located numerous large 
cities which not only supply a market 
for garden truck of local production, 
bnt which draw enormously upon the 
southern districts for both fruits and 
vegetables. New York city la probably 
tbe greatest market in the Dnited 
States for the trucking districts of the 
south. 


Vegetables coraraenly 
known as
